This is in reference to your Freedom of Information 
request to the Deputy Attorney General dated June 14, 1977. 

Your request has been referred to both this Office and the 
Civil Rights Division for response. 

Your Item 1, is a request for the records of author 
William Bradford Huie pertaining to the assassination of 
Martin Luther King, Jr. These records are a part of Appendix C 
to the King report, which appendix you have requested and we 
have responded to by letters dated June 10 and 24, 1977. 

This request, therefore, has received previous consideration 
and is not being reconsidered. 

In response to your Items 2 and 3, this Office does 
not have any of Gerald Frank's records pertaining to the 
King assassination or any records pertaining to an attempt 
in 1973 to transfer James Earl Ray to a federal penitentiary.
